2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Groups A-D are unrelated as they are drawn to structurally distinct 

polynucleotides encoding different polypeptides and obtained from different sources. 
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3. Inventions III and Ml are related as combination and subcombinations. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombinations as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombinations have utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability 
because the combination as claimed recites both subcombinations. Accordingly, the 
combination does not rely on either subcombination alone for its patentability. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as in a plant to repress or control gene 
expression without the use of the other subcombination. 

4. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as a repressor of gene expression, whereas invention II has separate utility such as an 
operator or regulator of gene expression.
